In accordance with the authority granted to me by section 2-6008 of the Counties Code and for the 
reasons stated, I hereby transmit to you my veto of Amendment 35 to the FY 2004 Annual Appropriation. 
Please place my veto message on the agenda for the next meeting of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, March 9, 2004. 
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Please be advised that I am exercising my veto authority as President of the Board of Commissioners and 
hereby veto the motion approving Amendment number 35 to the FY 2004 Annual Appropriation 
Ordinance adopted on February 24, 2004. This amendment calls for the Bureau of Administration 
Human Resources to make a report within six months after the beginning of the fiscal year, identifying all 
unfilled budgeted positions in every department and providing an explanation as to why each unfilled 
position remained vacant. 

I oppose this amendment on grounds that it is administratively impractical for the Bureau of 
Administration Human Resources to determine why an unfilled position in departments throughout 
County government is vacant at any point in time or for any length of time. Furthermore, the stated intent 
of this amendment, to speed up the hiring process, reflects an intent of the legislative branch to interfere 
with the discretion of the executive branch to administer personnel needs. 

For these reasons I urge you to reconsider your support of Amendment 35.

Please place my veto message on the agenda for the next meeting of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, March 9, 2004. 

Please be advised that I am hereby exercising my authority as President of the Board of Commissioners to 
veto the motion approving Amendment number 36 to the FY 2004 Annual Appropriation Ordinance. 
This amendment attempts to implement an executive compensation plan. Unfortunately the mechanism 
provided in this amendment is overly simplified and will be nearly impossible to administer without 
unfair and inconsistent results. I am submitting a memorandum from Mr. Kilgallon detailing his concerns 
about implementing this amendment. 

I call to your attention Amendment number 30 which I sponsored and the Board approved, calling for 
development of an Executive Compensation Plan. In proposing this amendment, I committed to evaluate 
the totality of issues surrounding the compensation for managerial level employees and to prepare a 
detailed compensation plan with pay schedules for Board approval. I believe that a thoughtful plan must 
precede any changes in the way we compensate our executive level employees. 

For these reasons I urge you to reconsider your support of Amendment 36.

MID-YEAR BUDGET REPORTS AND ANALYSIS 

WHEREAS, the traditional budget process which ensues at the end of the fiscal year does not allow 
sufficient time to carefully analyze department and agency budgets; and 

WHEREAS, by establishing a mid-year budget review, possibly in conjunction with budget transfers, the 
County Board will have more time to evaluate current and proposed programs; and 

WHEREAS, as part of this early budget analysis County offices, departments and agencies will be 
required to submit annual reports to the Board of Commissioners for review; and 

WHEREAS, the concept of these mid-year reports is to detail each office or agency’s mandatory 
obligations and the programs associated with those established obligations; and 

WHEREAS, the annual reports should also detail each office or agency’s discretionary programs, what 
they cost, where the money comes from, who they serve, etc.; and 

WHEREAS, to ensure that these annual reports are uniform and relevant, the County Board will establish 
specific criteria which reports must confonn to. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that this Ordinance shall be assigned to the Finance Tax 
and Revenue Subcommittee for discussion and further development of the parameters of the Annual 
Budget Reports and Mid-Year Budget reviews; and 
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BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the criteria for the annual budget reports and mid-year budget 
reviews be undertaken immediately and put in place for a 2004 mid-year review.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Cook County is committed to respect the human rights of all people, including the right to 
adequate housing for all; and 

WHEREAS, an affordable housing crisis exists in Cook County as evidenced by the fact that there are 
191,260 households in Cook County earning less than 30% of area median ($22,500 for a family of four) 
who are rent burdened, meaning they pay more than 35% of their income for rent; and 

WHEREAS, 7,280 households are on Cook County Housing Authority waiting lists for public housing 
and housing choice vouchers; and 

WHEREAS, HUD's fair market rent for a 2-bedroom apartment in Cook County is $951.00; and a 
household in Cook County earning 30% of area median income can only afford to pay $515.00 a month 
for rent; and 

WHEREAS, House Bill 4100, the Rental Housing Support Program, which is currently pending in the 
Illinois General Assembly, would alleviate the affordable housing crisis in Cook County by creating a 
rental subsidy program for households earning less than 30% of area median income funded by a new 
$10.00 state surcharge for the recordation of any real estate related document and such surcharge would 
be evidenced upon collection by a state seal from the Illinois Department of Revenue; and 

WHEREAS, the program created by HB 4100 is modeled after a very successful program in Chicago, the 
Chicago Low-Income Housing Trust Fund and the Trust Fund has been in existence for over ten years 
and currently subsidizes over 2,000 units of housing in Chicago; and 

WHEREAS, the passage of HB 4100 would result in an estimated $14 million to be allocated to Chicago 
and Cook County housing agencies to provide rental subsidies; and 
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WHEREAS, the passage of HB 4100 would result in at least 1,600 new units of affordable housing in 
Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, HB 4100, would create a new $10.00 state surcharge on real estate recordings to fund the 
Rental Housing Support Program, with Cook County to receive $1.00 for every affected filing generating 
an estimated $1.2 million to go directly to the County's general revenue fund to cover the County’s costs 
for collecting the fee created by the bill; and 

WHEREAS, all of the funds generated in Cook County through the collection of the surcharge will go to 
serve low income households in Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Mayor Richard M. Daley and the City of Chicago are in support of HB 4100 and urge the 
passage of the measure. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that the 
Board does hereby declare its support for House Bill 4100 and urges the members of the Illinois General 
Assembly to pass House Bill 4100, and in sequence, to urge the Governor to sign the measure into law.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, both the United States Constitution and the Illinois Constitution are intended to ensure the 
freedom and equality of all citizens; and 

WHEREAS, the lesbian, gay, bisexual and transgender citizens have yet to secure full legal protection in 
either the United States or Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, the Illinois Constitution and the United States Constitution are the models for protecting 
individual rights; and 

WHEREAS, neither the Illinois Constitution nor the United States Constitution should be used to deny 
the rights of anyone or to make segments of society second-class citizens; and 
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WHEREAS, proposed amendments to both the United States Constitution and the Illinois Constitution 
which would define civil marriage as ‘the union of a man and a woman’ threaten to embed such 
inequality permanently in our fundamental laws; and 

WHEREAS, marriage law has traditionally been the purview of individual states, but a Federal 
Constitutional amendment defining marriage as a union between a man and a woman would effectively 
prohibit the enactment of any State or local legislation that would provide for same-sex civil marriage, 
and may also prohibit same-sex civil unions; and 

WHEREAS, according to a 1996 United States General Accounting Office study, mam age in our society 
currently confers over 1,049 Federal protections and benefits promoting the health and stability of its 
citizens; and 

WHEREAS, for the United States of America and the State of Illinois to introduce legislation that would 
categorically deny rights to an entire segment of the population would be a large and unfortunate step 
backwards in a long history of expanding civil rights, and the County of Cook has a long and proud 
tradition of upholding and fighting for the rights of all its citizens; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the County of Cook opposes any amendment to the Federal Constitution or the 
Illinois Constitution that would define marriage solely as a union between a man and a wotnan; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution be tendered to the President of 
the United States, Senate Majority Leader Frist, Speaker of the House Hastert and the members of the 
Illinois Congressional Delegation; and 

BE IT FLIRTHER RESOLVED, that a suitable copy of this Resolution shall be spread upon the official 
proceedings of this Honorable Body.

requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to extend for nine (9) months, Contract No. 01-41-1036 
with Reale Consultants, Chicago, Illinois, for professional services for the Adult Probation Department, 
Circuit Court of Cook County. 
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Reason: Reale Consultants is evaluating Adult Probation Department practices and programs relating 

to females on probation and pretrial supervision. The evaluation includes detailed analysis of 
the department database of offenders, structured interviews and focus groups with women 
offenders and probation staff members, and a review of department programs and 
community-based services. The company will also conduct an all-day training program for 
probation officers on gender sensitive services for women on probation. 

Although this project began in 2002, delays in the research and data gathering phase of the 
project resulted in a longer than anticipated time frame for completion. The project is now in 
the final review, interview and analysis phase. The contract is currently scheduled to expire 
on February 29, 2004. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: None. Contract extension: March 1, 2004 through November 30, 2004.

262266 AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ANIMAL AND RABIES CONTROL 
ORDINANCE (PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT). Submitting a Proposed 
Ordinance Amendment sponsored by Peter N. Silvestri, County Commissioner. 

The following is a synopsis of the Proposed Ordinance Amendment: 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AN AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY ANIMAL 
AND RABIES CONTROL ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, Cook County is a home rule unit of local government pursuant to Article 7, 
Section 6a of the Illinois Constitution of 1970 with power to regulate those matters which 
pertain to its government and affairs; and 
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NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County that the “Cook County Animal and Rabies Control Ordinance” shall be amended as 
follows: 


Regulation VIII - Microchipping . 

A. Every owner of any dog, cat, or ferret in Cook County shall have every animal of 4 
months of age or older microchipped if not already. This microchip number shall 
serve as the Animal Control Regulation Number. The microchip shall be approved 
by the Illinois Department of Agriculture and the Cook County Department of 
Animal Control. The microchip must be 125 KHz (kilohertz). 

IT Evidence of such microchipping shall be entered on a certificate approved by the 
Cook County Board of Commissioners. Veterinarians who microchip an animal in a 
Cook County sponsored microchipping clinic shall procure from the Cook County 
Department of Animal Control a microchip to inject in the animal. The cost of the 
microchip shall be $15 paid to Cook County by the owner of the animal. The 
microchip fee shall be paid to the Department of Cook County Animal and Rabies 
Control and transferred to the Cook County Treasurer for deposit into the Cook 
County Animal Control Fund. 

C. Penalty. Owner or custodian may be fined $20 per day for every day of non- 
compliance as to each animal owned. 

D. Effective Date. Immediately. Owners of animals that are not currently microchipped 
shall have 90 days to comply with this ordinance. 

*Referred to the Committee on Health and Hospitals Public Health Subcommittee on 
11/04/03. 

*Deferred on 01/21/04. 

Commissioner Butler asked if there was an implementation plan. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the effective date is immediate, but compliance is required within 90 
days of the passage of the ordinance by the Board. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated for the record that he would like to include in the report letters of support 
in commendation for the Board from the Humane Society of the United States, The American Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty of Animals and Dan G. Panner, D.V.M., Administrator, Cook County 
Department of Animal and Rabies Control. (The referenced document is on file in the County Clerk's 
Office). 

Commissioner Butler stated that the 90 day window was not enough time to notify everyone. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that he agrees with Commissioner Butler. He stated that he was willing to 
find a more acceptable date and amend it on its face. 

Commissioner Butler stated he was concerned how the County would notify everyone in Cook County 
who owns an animal not currently microchipped that they would have 90 days to comply with the 
ordinance. 
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Commissioner Silvestri stated that the 90 day date was suggested by the Department of Public Health. 

Dr. Stephen Martin, Chief Operating Officer, Department of Public Health, stated that Dr. Parmer was not 
able to attend today’s meeting because he was attending another meeting. Dr. Martin stated that 
amending/extending the date would not be a problem. He further stated that the Department of Public 
Health would work with Animal Control to get the word out. 

Commissioner Silvestri asked Dr. Martin if he thought 180 days was sufficient. Commissioner Silvestri 
stated that Kathy Kavanagh from the State’s Attorney’s Office was present at the meeting and helped 
draft the ordinance. 

Kathy Kavanagh, State’s Attorney’s Office, suggested that upon passage of the ordinance a press 
conference would be held. She stated that many veterinarians are intrigued by the ordinance, and many 
animals would be visiting their veterinarians for Spring health check ups and that this presents a huge 
opportunity to get a lot of the animals done. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that a lot of the infonnation on microchips will be disseminated through the 
veterinarians and the Anti-Cruelty Society. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that he was informed by Dr. Panner that the licensing is not contingent on 
the microchipping. 

Dr. Martin responded in the affirmative. 

Commissioner Butler stated that the County should have a program that notifies everyone about the 
microchip before going to the vet. 

Chairman Collins asked whether the County could pay a fee to the microchip vendor to mount a public 
relations program. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that Commissioner Collins had a great suggestion. 

Dr. Martin stated that he would talk to Dr. Parmer regarding Commissioner Collin’s suggestion. 

In response to Commissioner Butler, Dr. Martin stated that the Department of Public Health and the 
Animal Control Department can work together once the date is set and put a comprehensive public 
relations program together. It would include not only reaching out to the press, but to the veterinarians as 
well as the municipalities. 

Commissioner Butler stated that he thinks it’s not comprehensive enough. 

Commissioner Gorman suggested that there should be a grace period after the 180 days. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the penalty provision include a warning upon the first violation if the 
first violation occurs before April 1, 2005. That would give 180 days for compliance and 13 months 
before actual penalty. 

Chairman Collins asked what is the price of the microchip. 

Commissioner Silvestri stated that the microchip will cost the owners $15.00. 
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Commissioner Peraica asked if the County charges any fee for annual licensing. 

Dr. Martin stated that he would have to get back to the Commissioner. Further he stated that the County 
charges a fee for the rabies tag. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved to amend the effective date to 
180 days. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Steele moved to amend Section C Penalty to 
read as follows: Owner or custodian will receive a written warning upon the first violation prior to 
April 1, 2005, after which the owner or custodian may be fined $20 per day for every day of non- 
compliance as to each animal owned. The motion carried. 

Commissioner Silvestri, seconded by Commissioner Goslin, moved the approval of Communication

AMENDMENT TO THE COOK COUNTY BOARD OF HEALTH ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the ordinance establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County 
Board of Health and establishing the Cook County Board of Commissioners as the Cook County Board of 
Health and establishing the Cook County Department of Public Health was originally passed in 1943; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Public Health serves all areas of Cook County except those 
served by a health department certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health and also performs 
functions in areas throughout Cook County to the extent such functions are delegated to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, Chicago, Evanston, Oak Park and Skokie, as well as Stickney Township, are currently 
served by health departments certified by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, revisions to this ordinance are needed to update references to State law which have changed 
since the Ordinance was initially adopted; and 

WHEREAS, revisions are also needed to better protect the residents of Cook County from new and 
emerging public health threats, such as Severe Acute Respiratory Syndrome (SARS); and 

WHEREAS, the appearance of SARS and heightened concerns about the responses required by local 
health authorities to potential bioterrorism have resulted in the need to review the local, state and federal 
provisions; and 

WHEREAS, the United States Centers ef for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC) requested that all 
local health departments have in place SARS plans which include procedures for the rapid and effective 
implementation of measures such as quarantine, isolation of closures of premises as required for the 
protective of the public’s health; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed revisions provide clearer guidance and authority to the Cook County 
Department of Public Health with regard to immediate public health measures including the issuance of 
emergency regulations and including provisions for Board approval of Department regulations; and 

WHEREAS, the proposed revisions balance the need to protect the public with the need to provide due 
process to individuals who have or who may have been exposed to, dangerously communicable diseases.

5-200. The Cook County Department of Public Health (‘'Department”) was established pursuant 
to provisions of the Act entitled "An Act in relation to the establishment and maintenance of county and 
multiple-county public health department,” approved July 9, 1943, as amended.

5-201. For the purpose of the operation and maintenance of the said Cook County Department of 
Public Health* the Board of Commissioners of Cook County do e s h e r e by organized and constituted itself 
as the Board of Health of Cook County for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of the said Act in a 
manner similar to other acts and duties of the County. The President of the Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County is hereby designated and constituted the President of the Board of Health of Cook County. 
Th e S e cr e tary of th e Board of H e alth of Cook County shall b e s uch m e mb e r of th e Board of H e a l th as 
s hall b e e l e ct e d by the Board. The Clerk of the Board of Commissioners of Cook County is hereby 
designated and constituted A ss istant Secretary of the Board of Health of Cook County. Except as 
otherwise provided, all references to the "Board” shall refer to the Board of Commissioners of Cook 
County, acting in its capacity as the Board of Health. 
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Mission and Policy 

5-202. It is the mission and policy of this Board to protect and promote the health of the people 
of Cook County and to prevent disease and injury through the activities of the Department as described in 
this Ordinance. It is the further mission and policy of this Board to encourage appropriate collaboration 
between County, local, state and federal officials as well as private health promoting institutions. 

Jurisdiction

16, During a declared disaster which threatens the public’s health, take such actions as may 
be requested by the President of the Board or his designee in order to protect the health of the residents of 
Cook County. 


Measures Ordered by Department 

5-207.(a) Issuance of Orders: Court Petitions. The Department may order measures it deems 
necessary to protect the public's health including, but not limited to. an order requiring that a person or a 
group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place be closed and made off limits to the public. 
Such orders shall be issued with the consent of the person(s) or owner of the place affected or upon the 
prior order of a court of competent jurisdiction. If. in the judgment of the Department, immediate action 
is required to protect the public health, the Department may order, on an immediate basis without prior 
consent or court order, measures it deems necessary to protect the public's health including, but not 
limited to. an order requiring that a person or a group of persons be quarantined or isolated or that a place 
be closed and made off limits to the public, until such time as the condition can be corrected or the danger 
to the public health eliminated or reduced in such a manner that no immediate threat to the public health 
any longer exists. In addition to other circumstances in which such orders are appropriate, the 
Department may order that an individual be quarantined or isolated in order to prevent the spread of a 
dangerously communicable disease when an individual refuses or fails to submit to measures required by 
the Department in order to investigate whether a person is or may be infected with or capable of 
communicating a dangerously communicable disease. In the event of an immediate order issued without 
prior consent or court order, the Department shall, as soon as practicable thereafter, obtain the consent of 
the person or owner or File a petition requesting a court order authorizing the continuation of the order of 
the Department. Pending a court order on the matter, all Department orders shall remain in full force and 
effect until lifted by the Department. The County shall make payment of reasonable attorneys' fees, if 
ordered by the Court, with respect to the representation of indigent persons who object to a Department 
order. 
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5-207.(b) Enforcement of Orders. A health care provider licensed in Illinois and a law 
enforcement officer with proper jurisdiction shall be authorized to enforce orders issued by the 
Department and orders of the Court with respect to public health measures and shall assist the Department 
in enforcing such orders.

WHEREAS, Illinois has the ninth largest prison system in the United States; and 
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WHEREAS, there are currently almost 44,000 individuals incarcerated by the Illinois 
Department of Corrections with an additional 35,000 under the Department’s supervision in 
the State of Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, there are approximately 30,000 inmates scheduled to be released from IDOC 
institutions this year with more than 60% returning to Cook County; and this year with more 
than 60% returning to Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, currently there is a 44% recidivism rate for former offenders released from 
state correctional facilities in Illinois; and 

WHEREAS, access to livable wage employment has proven to be a key factor in reducing 
the re-commission of crime and the rate of recidivism; and 


WHEREAS, the unemployment rate among former incarcerated individuals who are county 
residents is higher than the general population in large part due to the social stigma of being 
an ex-offender, unfair employment discrimination, and the lack of access to legal 
employment opportunities, education and vocational training within sectors of government 
and private industry due to current policies; and 

WHEREAS, government should be an exemplar to private industry in regards to providing 
equal opportunity for qualified individuals seeking employment. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, that the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners shall enact the following ordinance to establish and implement a Re-entry 
Employment Demonstration Pilot Program for 150 adults and 50 youth who are former 
offenders and residents of the County to facilitate more access to Cook County government 
employment opportunities and positions with private sector employers who secure contracts 
from Cook County as a strategy for increasing public safety and reducing recidivism.

WHEREAS, the Suburban Cook County Tuberculosis Sanitarium District (SCCTSD) was created in 
1947 to combat the once deadly disease tuberculosis (TB); and

consultation free of charge; and 

WHEREAS, at the time the SCCTSD was created, treatment options for TB were limited and Cook 
County was not in a position to fund the necessary services; and 
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WHEREAS, both modem medicine and the 1970 Illinois State Constitution have eliminated these 
impediments to the County’s ability to integrate TB care and prevention into the Department of Public 
Health; and 

WHEREAS, the SCCTSD is a district created for another time and another type of medical treatment and 
the Cook County Department of Public Health is better equipped to deal with tuberculosis and other 
diseases; and 

WHEREAS, the watchdog group the Civic Federation has conducted a study documenting that the 
SCCTSD has $9.2 million in its fund, almost 215 percent more than its annual operating cost, yet 
continues to request property tax money; and 

WHEREAS, the Civic Federation notes that Suburban Cook County residents will see an additional 
property tax levy for the SCCTSD, even though they do not need the money and they do not use the 
money; and 

WHEREAS, each suburban homeowner pays property taxes to support it, and the SCCTSD has not only 
accumulated unspent funds, but has overspent on the treatment of approximately 130 patients in 2003 at a 
cost of about $38,000 per patient; and 

WHEREAS, in both houses of the Illinois General Assembly, legislation (S B - 2 1 9 8- , SB 2200 , and HB 
4017 ) has been introduced to dissolve the SCCTSD. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf 
of the more than five million residents of Cook County, does hereby strongly encourage the General 
Assembly to pass SB 219 8 , SB 2200 , and HB 4017 ; and

RESOLUTION

WHEREAS, the United States’ Congress introduced the Alternative Minimum Tax in 1978 to close 
loopholes in the tax code that had enabled a small number of high income earners to avoid paying federal 
taxes; and 

WHEREAS, since 1978, the Alternative Minimum Tax has steadily extended its reach down the income 
scale to include taxpayers from income groups that it was never intended to target; and 

WHEREAS, the Alternative Minimum Tax is increasingly denying taxpayers’ deductions and personal 
exemptions under the standard income tax for middle income earners; and 

WHEREAS, this situation has been created by the absence of adjustments for increases in inflation in 
both the amount of taxable income and the exemptions under the Alternative Minimum Tax; and 

WHEREAS, the impact of leaving the Alternative Minimum Tax in its present condition would be to 
increase the tax burden on middle class Americans in Cook County and across the United States; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of the National Association of Counties approved a motion by Commissioner 
Carl R. Hansen to petition US lawmakers to refonn the Alternative Minimum Tax; now therefore 

BE IT RESOLVED, that the Board of Commissioners of Cook County does hereby encourage the 
Illinois Congressional delegation to amend the Alternative Minimum Tax to include the indexing of 
taxable income on which the tax is based to the annual rate of inflation, and the indexation of the 
exemption granted under the Alternative Minimum Tax to the annual rate of inflation, from 2004 onwards 
to eliminate the encroachment of this tax on middle income Americans.
